DRAFT RULES 

1.(1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Amendment) Rules, 2005. 

(2)They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2.ln the Drug and Cosmetics Rules 1945: 

after rule 161 A, the following rule shall be added, namely:- 

"161B> The date of expiry of Ayurveda, Siddha and Unani (ASU) medicines shall be 
conspicuously displayed on the label of container or package of an Ayurvedic, Siddhas and 
Unani drugs,after which they shall not be in circulation. Shelf-life for Ayurveda, Siddha & Unani 
(ASU) medicines shall be as foHows:-
